Review payment options: Taxpayers who owe taxes can 
review all payment options online.

¢ Applying online for a payment plan 

Carefully consider if you need to amend a tax return: 
Common errors taxpayers should fix are those made about 
filing status, income, deductions and credits. Taxpayers 
usually do not need to file an amended return to fix a math 
error or if they forgot to attach a form or schedule. 
Normally, the IRS will correct the math error and notify 
the taxpayer by mail. Similarly, the agency will send a 
letter requesting any missing forms or schedules.

TEWKSBURY — “We’ve 
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Plenty of peanut butter and 
Marshmallow Fluff spread be- 
tween two pieces of Wonder 
Bread was your own little slice 
of heaven in the school cafete- 
ria. 

Despite the fact that this was 
not the most nutritious lunch 
mom could have packed, it was 
the tried and true school lunch 
for many students, particularly 
right here in New England, 
the birthplace of Marshmallow 
Fluff. 

The earliest printed reference 


to marshmallow cream can be - 


traced back to an 1896 cookbook 
from the American culinary 
icon, Fannie Farmer. 

Farmer’s recipe was referred 
to as “marshmallow paste,” 
made from melted marshmal- 
lows and used as a shortcut to 
make frosting and candy. 

In 1913, the first commercially 

made, _ shelf stable 
marshmallow 
spread was de- 
_ veloped by the 
_ brother and sis- 
pF ter team of 


The Curtis sib- 
ling’s product 
was called Snow- 
flake Marshmal- 
low Creme, but 
it was  Archi- 
bauld Query who 
created the now 
famous Marsh- 


here in Massachusetts, and who 
is credited with the start of 
Fluff fever. 

Query sold his marshmallow 
creation, by the jar or gallon, 
door to door in Somerville in 
1917, eventually making his pro- 
duct a favorite among local 
housewives. 

After limited local success, 
Boston candy company Durkee- 
Mower bought Query’s recipe 
for a mere $500, and brought the 
product to new heights of suc- 
cess with an innovative market- 
ing plan. 

Durkee-Mower started to ad- 
vertise Fluff on the radio in the 
1920’s, and then heavily concen- 
trated on branding the Fluff pro- 
duct over the 1950’s and 60’s, cre- 


ating the iconic red, white and - 


blue packaging, that remains 
largely unchanged today. 

But the biggest impact on 
Fluff’s fame is no doubt the cre- 
ation of the Fluffernutter Sand- 
wich. 

Surprisingly, the first peanut 
butter and marshmallow sand- 
wich was the creation of Fluff’s 
largest competitor, Snowflake 
Marshmallow Creme. 

Snowflake first published the 
recipe during WWI, calling it 
the Liberty Sandwich. (They al- 
so created a marshmallow and 
olive sandwich that thankfully 
did not catch on with the pub- 
lic!) 

Several other companies tried 
to cash in on the marshmallow 


sandwich, but it was’

that discovered how to make it 
there own. 

In the 1960’s, Fluff came up 
with a clever marketing plan by 
coining the term Fluffernutter 
Sandwich, and blasting it to the 
public with commercials and 
catchy jingles. The commercials 
used the angle that it was a 
recipe every kid could make for 
themselves without the help of 
an overburdened mom. 

The sweet and salty treat be- 
came a huge hit enjoyed by chil- 
dren and adults for decades. 

In 2014, Massachusetts state 
lawmakers made the Fluffer- 
nutter the official state sand- 
wich. This came with some 
opposition because of the lack 
of nutritional value in the sand- 
wich, but because of the long 
standing roots of Fluff in Mas- 
sachusetts, opposition backed 
down and it was passed. 

Today, Marshmallow Fluff is 
still New England made in Lynn, 
just a few miles away from its 
birthplace of Somerville. 

The City of Somerville has 
long celebrated all that Marsh- 
mallow Fluff has done for the 
area, and this year is no excep- 
tion. 

After a several year absence 
due to COVID, Union Square 
Main Street and The Somerville 
Arts Council are happy to an- 
nounce the return of “The 17th 
annual What the Fluff Fes- 
tival.” 

This one day street festival 
celebrates all that is fun about 
Fluff.

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September is campus 
fire safety month 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker has de- 
clared September to be 
Campus Fire Safety 
Month in Massachusetts, 
and State Fire Marshal 
Peter J. Ostroskey is re- 
minding students, land- 
lords, parents, RAs, and 
others that working smoke 
alarms and two ways out 
of a dorm or apartment 
are key safety measures 
that could save lives in 
the event of a fire in stu- 
dent housing. 

Nationwide, every resi- 
dential fire to claim the 
life of a college student 
in more than 15 years 
has occurred in off-cam- 
pus housing. This in- 
cludes two Massachu- 
setts students who died 
in off-campus housing 
fires in the past 10 years. 

In the past five years, 
there have been more 
than 2,700 fires in Massa- 
chusetts dormitories, so- 
rorities, and fraternities 
causing seven civilian 
injuries, five fire service 
injuries, and an estimat- 
ed $2.9 million in dam- 
ages. 

“Thousands of young 
people will be attending 
college in Massachusetts 
this year, and many will 
be living away from 
home for the first time,” 
said State Fire Marshal 
Ostroskey. “We’re partic- 
ularly concerned about 
off-campus housing be- 
cause that’s where the 


data shows the greatest 
loss of life, but fire safe- 
ty is critical whether you 
live in a dorm, apart- 
ment, single-family home, 
multifamily dwelling, so- 
rority, or fraternity.” 
Officials noted that fire 
safety precautions should 
remain in place after 
move-in day and beyond 
Sept. 30. Windows, doors, 
and stairways should al- 
ways be clear of boxes, 
furniture, or anything 
else that might hinder an 
escape. Similarly, smoke 
and carbon monoxide 
alarms are required by 
law and should remain 
operational all year long. 
“If your rental doesn’t 
have smoke and carbon 
monoxide alarms, insist 
on them,” said State Fire 
Marshal Ostroskey. “But 
don’t spend a single night 
unprotected in the mean- 
time. For the price of a 
pizza, you can pick up 
smoke and CO alarms at 
a hardware store. They 
could save your life.” 
Like other household 
appliances, alarms don’t 
last forever. Smoke al- 
arms should be replaced 
10 years after the manu- 
facturing date printed on 
the back. Carbon mon- 
oxide alarms usually 
need to be replaced after 
five to seven years. If the 
alarm has replaceable 
batteries, the batteries 
should be changed twice 
a year, usually at the be- 


ginning and end of 
Daylight Saving Time. 

When choosing a re- 
placement alarm, select 
one that has a sealed, 
long-life battery and a 
hush feature — this will 
reduce nuisance alarms 
and prevent the batter- 
ies from being used for 
another purpose, such as 
the television remote con- 
trol. All alarms should 
be tested monthly. 

“We see too many dis- 
abled smoke alarms in 
fires when people really 
needed them to work,” 
State Fire Marshal Os- 
troskey said. “Modern 
fires burn and spread 
faster than they did in 
past decades, and al- 
arms without batteries 
put everyone in the buil- 
ding at risk.” 

Working alarms and 
clear exit routes are cru- 
cial for when a fire 
breaks out, but students 
can also take steps to 
prevent them from start- 
ing in the first place. 
Leading causes of fatal 
fires in Massachusetts 
are: 

¢ Smoking: There is no 
safe way to smoke, but if 
you must smoke, then 
use a heavy ashtray or a 
pail with water or sand 
for cigarette butts. Don’t 
flick them on the ground, 
where they can smolder 
and ignite debris, or 
grind them out on porch- 
es or steps. Put it out. 


All the way. Every time. 

¢ Electrical: Always 
plug appliances such as 
air conditioners and 
space heaters into wall 
sockets that can handle 
the current, not: power 
strips or extension cords, 
and don’t overload out- 
lets with multiple de- 
vices. 

* Cooking: Stand by 
your pan! Don’t leave 
pots and pans unattend- 
ed on a lit stovetop, and 
keep flammable items 
away from burners. In 
the event of a grease 
fire, smother the flames | 
with a lid and then turn 
off the heat. 

¢ Candles: Never leave 
candles burning unat- 
tended. Extinguish them 
before leaving the room. 
Even better, switch to 
battery-powered  can- 
dles. 

“Campus Fire Safety 
Month is a chance to 
raise awareness among 
young adults who may 
be living on their own 
for the first time,” said 
State Fire Marshal Os- 
troskey. “But everyone 
can contribute to fire 
safety in their homes 
and communities, in Sep- 
tember and all year 
round.”

At 
the time of the game, he 
had given up just two 
goals in nine games, post- 
ing six shut outs in the 
first eight. McGrath and 
company gave Arlington 
all it could handle 
throughout that entire 
game.

Widrick, who finished 
the season with 13 shut 
outs, was named the 
Middlesex League Liberty 
Division MVP and was 
named to the All-State 
Team, received a Division 
1 college scholarship and 
is now the starting goalie 
at Colgate University as a 
freshman. 

Entering this senior sea- 
son, McGrath is one of the 
Wildcats' captains. Head 
coach Steve Scanlon is 
hoping to see his center- 
midfielder bury more 
chances like that one 
starting with Wednesday's 
opener against Reading 
(results not known as of 
presstime). 

“Dillon's a good player. 
He knows the game well, 
has good skills, he's good 
on the ball and he's very 
good at the dead ball stuff 
- he takes direct kicks 
well,” said Scanlon.

“Nobody likes losing 
obviously. We just have 
such a great bond with 
one another.

We faced tough 
teams before, but this 
year we're definitely 
expecting to win a couple 
of games at minimum,” 
said Dillon after last 
Thursday's practice while 
standing on the same 
grass field at the North as 
his brother did. 

The 'Cats lost four play- 
ers off last year's team, 
and bring back a ton of 
juniors and seniors, who 
now have one year of 
experience under their 
belts while playing in the 
gruesome Middlesex 
League. 

“We've been playing 
with the same team, basi- 
cally it was the same 
team from last year but 
we lost a couple of good 
seniors,” he said. “We're 
looking to keep. the 
momentum kind of going. 
We've been playing 
together for a while. We 
didn't have the most suc- 
cessful season last year, 
but I feel that kind of 
helps us a little bit. We're 
here practicing every day, 
the same kids. 

“(Last year) was tough. 
I'm not sure if this is true, 
but I heard that we were 
the youngest team in the 
league.

Generating some of that 
offense will come the cen- 
ter part of the field with 
McGrath and his buddy 
Ryan Willson, who will 
take up the attacking and 
defensive center-midfield 
spots. 

“We have been playing 
together since we were lit- 
tle kids. He's very good at 
attacking and I can also 
play a little bit of defense 
so if he gets the ball and 
moves forward, I can slide 


back for him,” said 
McGrath. “Playing with 
him is great and he's 
solid. If there's one kid on 
the team who you can't 
get by, it's Willson. 
Offensively, you can't take 
the ball away from him. 
He's very fundamental, 
he's very good at every- 
thing that you have to be 
good at, he's skilled and 
he gets it done.” 

McGrath is hoping the 
entire team can ‘get the 
job done' this year and 
help get Wilmington 
Soccer back on its feet, to 
be a contender in the 
league, a playoff team and 
just be that pain in the 
butt team that no one 
wants to face. 

“I'd love to score a mil- 
lion goals in every game,

from the start of the sea- 
son until the very end. 

Now comes this year. 
The 'Cats lost four players 
from last year's team and 
bring back a handful of 
kids with a year of varsity 
experience under their 
belts, but also a handful of 
seniors, who are up from 
the JV team and will be 
playing varsity for the 
first time. Head coach 
Steve Scanlon is always 
‘cautiously optimistic’ 
during pre-season days, 
but believes this year's 
team is certainly already 
significantly better than it 
was at this time a year 
ago. 

“We are a year more 
experienced. Last year we 
took our lumps and we 
were really young with a 
lot of first-year kids start- 
ing;” said Scanlon.

“Cooper is the~ lone 
goalie with Remy (Elliott) 
as our emergency back- 
up, which is a tough spot 
to be in,” said Scanlon.

He came 
on last year, he has a good 
foot, he's brave and 
comes to get balls and he 
has a good knack for 
when to come. (In the 
scrimmage against 
Chelmsford), he made a 
couple of good saves.

In front of captain Liosel

Volleyball team hoping to 
block out mental lapses 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - A year 
ago at this time, the 
Wilmington High School 
girls' volleyball team was 
gearing up for what was 
supposed to be a success- 
ful year in terms of wins 
and losses with the hope 
of getting into the state 
tournament for the first 
time since 2004. Although 
that did happen - solely 
based on the strength of 
their schedule - the team 
didn't perform as well as 
it had hoped, finishing 
with an overall record of 
4-17, which included a 
first round playoff loss to 


Medfield in the new 
statewide tournament. 
That being said, the 


team's inconsistent play 
throughout the season 
certainly had a lot to do 
with the disappointing 
number of victories, but 
to no fault of their own, 
the Wildcats had an 
absolutely brutal sched- 
ule. It will be that way 
again this upcoming fall 
starting with Tuesday's 
season opener against 
Arlington Catholic with 
results not known as of 
presstime. 

This year's 20-game 
schedule features 15 dif- 
ferent teams and all but 
one (Watertown) made it 
to the state tournament a 
year ago. Ipswich, a non- 
league opponent this year, 
won the Division 4 state 
championship title, while 
Melrose went to the Final- 
4 in Division 2. In Dl, 
Winchester, Arlington, 
Belmont and Lexington, 
as well as two non-league 
teams this season, Lynn 


Classical and Medford all . 


competed in the playoffs, 
as did D2 foes Woburn, 
Burlington, Wakefield and 
Reading, and finally AC 
and Stoneham in D4. 

Now take into account 
that this year's 
Wilmington team is 
replacing .almost the 
entire line-up from last 
year, which makes the hill 
that much steeper to 
climb. 

“For the most. part, we 
have between two and 
four starters returning 
and seven players with 
varsity experience back,” 


said head coach Lauren 
Donoghue. 

Donoghue was out all of 
last year - but came back 
for the playoff loss - on 
maternity leave. Katie 
Cosgrove filled in on an 
interim basis and this 
year she. returned to 
Austin Prep, but now as 
the team's head coach. 

That leaves Donoghue 
back in charge with no 
varsity assistant, and she 
has a team that's hungry 
to compete, despite so 
much varsity inexperi- 
ence. 

“We have four seniors 
this year which is good,” 
Donoghue continued. “We 
are definitely in a build- 
ing phase, program wise. 
There were several girls 
last year who‘at least had 
club experience and the 
nice part about this team 
this year is many more of 
them were brought up to 
varsity based on the fact 
that they did play club in 
the off-season. That's a 
huge asset, but with that 
being said, there's also 
the component that we 
are still young.” 

While the varsity roster 
will have a lot of new 
faces, the good thing is 
this program is soaring 
ever since Donoghue took 
over. There were close to 
50 girls out for the pro- 
gram, and the majority of 
them played club during 
the off-season which was 
unheard of before she 
arrived here. 

“This is the first time 
that we've had a true JV 
A team, so it's all sopho- 
mores with the exception 
of two freshmen. To me 
that shows the true com- 
mitment from _ these 
younger kids, who are tak- 
ing club serious, taking 
the off-season serious. We 
had 18 sophomores regis- 
ter which is huge,” said 
Donoghue. 

A big problem during 
last year's season - and 
the ones before that with 
previous coaches - is 
Wilmington would be 
competitive in a set, hit a 
rough patch and never be 
able to get out of it. 
Donoghue knows that the 
mental toughness aspect 
to the game vastly needs 
to be upgraded this sea- 
son if the 'Cats want to 
survive game-in§ and 


game-out. 

“Last year we struggled 
with lack of communica- 
tion (at times) and then 
everyone would just shut 
down,” she said. “That's 
always been a struggle. 
You get in a funk, like 
someone serves five balls 
in a row and we can't get 
out of our own way. I 
think a big part of this for 
the captains will be about 
pulling other people out of 
those funks, because vol- 
leyball is such a mental 
game. A kid like Maria 
(Cummings) has great 
energy on and off the 
court but not every kid 
has that.” 

This year's team will be 
led by the two senior cap- 
tains, setter Mia Vestal 
and middle hitter Maddie 
McCarron. The latter is 
the team's best overall 
player - a powerful hitter 
in the middle, who stands 
in at 6-foot-1. She really 
came on towards the sec- 
ond half of last year's sea- 
son, really putting togeth- 
er some dominating per- 
formances. 

“Maddie is definitely our 
strongest offensive player. 
Things have connected for 
her, especially in the past 
year,” said Donoghue. 
“The big thing for her is 
connecting with the setter 
with Mia or whether that 
be Gabby (Kulevich). at 
times, it's being able to 
tell the setter what she 
needs for a set, so she can 
deliver and execute a hit.” 

Last year, the team's 
back row defense for the 
most part was really spec- 
tacular throughout the 
season.. The offense 
though just couldn't get it 
all together on a consis- 
tent basis. 

“It's going to be interest- 
ing offensively, like it was 
last year,” expressed the 
coach. “It's going to 
come down to some men- 
tal toughness in certain 
situations and relying on 
our athletic ability.

During that abbreviated 
spring season, while play- 
ing QB for the JV team, 
Kullman got hurt but real- 
ly didn't tell anyone. 

“T got hit in a weird way 
and my right shoulder 
popped out: I just thought 
nothing of it. It then kept 
popping in and out and it 
was just whatever,” he 
said. “I kept going for- 
ward because it's football 
(and injuries happen), but 
throughout the rest of the 
season it got worse.” 

At the end of that spring 
2021 season, he got an 
MRI and was told that he 
had aé_ torn labrum. 
Despite that news, a few 
months later, he was on 
the wrestling mat, com- 
peted in two quad meets 
before he knew that he 
couldn't do it anymore. 

“When I got the MRI, 
they said it was a torn 
labrum from 12 o'clock to 
6 o'clock. (Eventually) I 
had to get shoulder sur- 
gery and I couldn't really 
do anything else because I 
was in a sling for six 
weeks. After those six 
weeks, I started physical 
therapy and had to go 
every day,” he said. 

Kullman never told any- 
one how much pain he was 
in. Turner though knew he 
was dinged up a bit, but 
didn't think anything 
more of it because 


Kullman_ continued to 
show up at practice, con- 
tinued to hit, get hit, and 
do all of the drills that 
everyone else did. : 

“You have kids every day 
who come in, who just 
don't feel good, they are a 
little sore and they say 
they can't practice. Joey 
was literally dragging his 
leg with one arm hanging 
off of him, and never said 
a word about (his 
injuries),” said Turner. 
“He goes off and gets it 
wrapped and goes out and 
practices his butt off. He's 
just that type of kid. He 
doesn't say much. You 
know what you're going to 
get out of him because he 
works his butt off all of 
the time. Any other team, 
except for what we had 
last year, he's playing a 
ton. It was just one of 
those things where we had 
a senior-laden group 
which had two senior line- 
backers and another jun- 
ior (so he didn't see the 
field that much). I'm 
excited for him to have 
that opportunity this 
year.” 

Kullman had _ surgery 
back on February lth of 
this year and has been on 
the mend ever since. 

“It was a lot (to deal 
with) -- definitely a lot.

and now I'm back and 
ready to play. I just got 
cleared about two weeks 
before the season started 
and that was just awe- 
some.” 

Again, not even before 
week one of the season 
starts, Kullman is dis- 
playing his leadership 
skills. He came to the pre- 
season tryouts/practices, 
expecting to be a line- 
backer on defense as well 
seeing time on the offen- 
sive side as a tight end. 

“We just moved Joey 
from linebacker to defen- 
sive end - just two days 
ago,” said Turner after 
last Thursday's: practice. 
“We just feel like it's a bet- 
ter fit with what he can do 
and it's a better fit of 
what we're trying and 
wanting to do. We need 
our defensive ends to be 
very smart and he checks 
that box a million times. 
We need them to be very 
tough and he checks that 
box a million times over. 
The linebackers (spot) is 
a little less thinking and 
you go down hill and run 
and we have other guys 
who are probably a better 
fit for that, but we didn't 
have guys at defensive 
end who can do it like he 
can. We're excited to have 
him in there. 

“Offensively; we have a 
lot of guys at (the tight 
end) position, but he 
knows exactly what he's 
supposed to do all of the 
time.

He's just one 
of those kids who you 
never have to worry 
about. You never have to 
worry about what he's 
doing or what's going on 
because he's always 
locked in and knows what 
he's doing or supposed to 
be doing.”

Colleen Baldi defends her physical style 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Over 
the years and decades, the 
Wilmington High School 


girls' soccer team has had . 


a long list of outstanding 
defensive back players, 
whether they played in 
the middle or the outside. 
Whether they left 
Wilmington to play at var- 
ious different levels in col- 
lege, or stopped playing 
once their high school 
careers ended, one thing 
all of the elite ones had in 
common was how physi- 
cally and mentally tough 
they were. 

Last year was a prime 
example as Wilmington 
had a veteran group on 
the backline led by All- 
State selection Audrey 
Curdo. She and several 
others graduated, leaving 
some holes for this year's 
team. One of the return- 
ers with three years of 
varsity experience under 
her belt, and who fits in 
that same mold of bring- 
ing that toughness to the 
field each and every day, 
is tri-captain Colleen 
Baldi. 

Baldi's toughness, in no 
fault of her own, some- 
times backfires on her. 

“Colleen's such a solid 
player, and she's strong. 
People will run into her 
and bounce off and fall 
and then she gets called 
for a lot of things that are 
not fouls,” said 
Wilmington head coach 
Sue Hendee, still in disbe- 
lief that this has hap- 
pened over the years. 
“She literally is so much 
stronger than all of these 
other girls and she can go 
shoulder-to-shoulder or 
just stand there, and will 
still get called for a foul. 
That is her best quality as 
a defender is — her 
strength.” 

Baldi was asked about 
that and she couldn't help 
but laugh, saying that 


Since she three years old Colleen Baldi has been skiing, and since she was seven, she 


other players do literally 
bounce off of her, only to 
get up and talk some 
trash afterwards, which 
she also doesn't under- 
stand. 

“Yes that happens and I 
get a lot of talks from the 
opposing girls,” she said 
with a big grin. “I just 
usually shake my head 
and run away. Then Coach 
(Hendee) will pull me off 
to the side and say ‘it's 
okay - it's just your size'. 
I have grown up playing a 
lot of sports and I have 
long legs, and strong legs. 
I'm a ski racer, too, so 
those girls just run into 
me. It is what it is and I 
try my best to keep my 
arms down, but some- 
times girls just run into 
me and I'm like ‘ugh’. 

At the age of three; Baldi 
started skiing for the first 
time. When she _ was 
seven, she started to race 
competitively. In 2016, the 
Town Crier did a story on 
her after she finished 12th 
at the New Hampshire 
State competition. In 2020, 
we followed it up with 
another story as she had 
qualified (no easy task) to 
compete in the U16 
Eastern US. Ski 
Championship Meet, as a 
member of the NH State 
Team. Today she's in her 
fourth year as a member 
of the Mount Washington 
Valley Ski Team, which is 
coached by former 
Olympian Leeann Smith. 

“I was seven when I 
started to ski race. My 
parents thought at the 
time that I wasn't skiing 
my best, so they thought 
I'd do better (if I compet- 
ed). Then I just met life- 
long friends and I just 
really loved the sport,” 
she said. 

Around that time that 
she started to compete in 
skiing - eventually to the 
Super-G and the Giant 
Slalom - Baldi started 
another sport at the age 
of seven, soccer. She has 
worked her way up 


through the youth level 
and is now in her fourth 
year with the Wildcats, 
knowing this year she 
play a lot more and have 
much more responsibility 
on the field and as a 
leader. 

“I'm really. excited and I 
really love all of the girls 
on the team,” she said. 
“We have played together 
growing up, we've had 
classes together so I know 
them all really well. I'm 
just hoping that we have a 
real good season. It does- 
n't really matter if we 
win, and I know that's the 
main goal but even just 
coming to practice, seeing 
everyone, making jokes 
and having fun is all I'm 
trying to do.” 

If the team is going to 
win, it starts on the defen- 
sive end with the experi- 
enced players returning 
such as Baldi, another 
one of the captains 
Cameron Foresythe, as 
well as senior Kassidy 
Smith and junior Emily 
Grace. They will be 
depended on to hold down 
the fort, much like Audrey 
Curdo, Madison Mulas 
and Kaitlyn Maguire did a 
year ago. 

“T loved playing with 
Audrey. She's one of my 
best friends. She is a 
great center-defender and 
I played a lot also with 
Cameron (Foresyth). 
She's back this. year and 
she's. great too,” said 
Baldi. “When you learn 
how to work together, it's 
all about communication 
and figuring out who is 
going to step (forward) 
and who is going to drop 
(back) and just have your 
back. It's all about com- 
munication and_ just 
always having a good 
bond.” 

Besides her three years 
of experience and her 
height (5-9) and physicali- 
ty, Baldi brings a lot more 
to the table each and 
every night.

When we do full field 
sprints, she finishes 
among the top every sin- 
gle time. We depend on 
her a lot and I think we're 


going to depend on her a 


lot more this year,” said 
Hendee, before being 
asked if Baldi will play in 
the middle or the outside. 
“T like her in the middle 
more just because her 
size and her presence 
there. She's smart, she 
knows to look around and 
mark people or have them 
marked up especially in 
the ('18 yard) box. That's 
something that we're real- 
ly working really, really 
hard on right now. as we 
tend to focus more on the 
ball than the players. 
She's definitely become a 
stronger player every 
year. The kids look up to 
her. She's a good leader.” 

This good leader is hop- 


ing that she can help lead 
the team to yet another 
successful season, includ- 
ing a trip to the playoffs. 

“Yes, that's our goal is to 
get back to the tourna- 
ment. In order to win, we 
have to work together and 
figure out how to put the 
ball in the back (of the 
other team's) net,” she 
said.

Defense did a great job, 
everyone did a great job 
as we didn't let a lot of 
goals go in, but we strug- 
gled to score down at the 
other net.”

BILLERICA - It was a 
season of mixed results 
for the Shawsheen Tech 
Football team last season 
on their way to a 6-5 over- 
all record.

another 250 yards and five 
touchdowns to earn CAC 
All-Star honors. 

“We will be looking for 
him to have a great sea- 
son for us,” Costabile said.

The athletic Tildsley will 
certainly provide a threat

Another key skill posi- 
tion player for the Rams 
will be junior running 
back Caleb Caceres, who 
rushed for 526 yards and 
five touchdowns last sea- 
son, to lead the Rams in 
both categories. Costabile 
will be looking for even 
bigger and better things 
from Caceres this season. 

“We are hoping that he 
will build on the success 
he had last season and 
take the next step for- 
ward,” Costabile . said. 
“He got some valuable 
experience as a young 
player last season, so we 
are hoping that pays off 
for him.”

Junior Ryan Copson of 
Wilmington will be anoth- 
er key cornerback for the 
Rams, coming off a soph- 
omore campaign where 
he had 27 tackles and 
three interceptions. 

The Rams will kick off 
their season once again 
with a matchup against 
non-league rival Bedford, 
on Saturday at 1:30. 
Bedford handled the 
Rams easily in last sea- 
son’s opener at Bedford, 
rolling to a 42-14 victory. 
The Bucs will provide 
another tough test this 


season, as they are 
ranked seventh in the 
Division 4 preseason 


rankings, and are coming 
off a big playoff win 
against Tewksbury in the 
first round of the Division 
4 playoffs last season. 

Costabile knows it will 
be no easy task, but he is 
hoping the Rams can get: 
off to a_ better start 
against both Bedford and 
fellow non-league rival 
Triton in Week 2, before 
beginning league play in 
Week 3 on the road 
against Essex Tech. 
Regardless of the out- 
come of the games, 
Costabile will be looking 
for improvement from his 
team early on in the sea- 
son 

“It will be very impor- 
tant for us to be competi- 
tive early on,” Costabile 
said. “Last year we were 
not competitive against 
them. In those non- 
league early season 
games, we will be looking 
to improve and to find 
things we can build on 
heading into the league 
schedule.” 

And once they do head 
into the league schedule, 
the task does not get any 
easier, with the likes of 
Essex Tech, ranked eighth 
in Division 8, and 
Manchester Essex, 
ranked second in Division 
8, on the schedule. They 
will also face tough tests 
against traditional league 
rivals Northeast, Greater 
Lowell and Whittier Tech. 

Still, Costabile feels like 
his team can compete for 
a playoff spot and even 
compete for the CAC title 
once again, after winning 
it in three of four seasons 
from 2016 through 2019. 

“It’s going to be a very 
balanced league, just like 
it was last year, with a lot 
of close games,” Costabile- 
said. “But I would hope 
we will be in the hunt for 
the league title. That is 
what we are planning on, 
but we know that we are 
going to have to play well 
if want do that, because 
the league is going to be 
very good.”

Ackerley, was relatively 
new to the receiver posi- 
tion, after normally star- 
ring at linebacker for the 
Rams, but he loved being 
part of such a big play. It 
was just his third catch of 
the season, but it was 
nearly a carbon copy of a 
catch he had made in the 
Rams previous game. 

“That play was a long 
time coming,” said 
Ackerley who is now 
preparing to enter his sen- 
ior season with the Rams. 
“TI only started as receiver 
for the last two games, 
but (assistant) coach 
(Doug) Pratt had that 
play designed for me.

“That is always our goal, 
is to win the league, win 
the vocational tournament 
and qualify for the state 
tournament,” Struthers 
said. “We have a lot of 
kids who are returning, 
and also have some fresh 
blood coming in. We are 
hoping to win everything. 
We just have to want it.” 

Leading the way once 
again for the Rams will be 
Tramonte, who will be 
looking to continue what 
has already been a great 
career. He enters his jun- 
ior season as the return- 
ing team captain. 

“Even as a freshman, 
Matt was our number 
three player. He is just a 
great golfer,” Struthers 
said. “Matt had a little 
slump last year during 
tournament play, but he 
learned from it. He is the 
type of player where you 
know he Is going to score 
at least 35 points almost 
every time out. He is a 


great player and a great 


golfer.” 

Nipping at Tramonte’s 
heels will be sophomore 
Tyler Tsoukalas, who will 
play in the number two 
slot. 

“Tyler is just a dynamite 
player,” Struthers said. 
“He and Matt are very 
close to each other, so we 


are very strong at one and 
two.” 

But as strong as the 
Rams are at their top two 
spots, Struthers is even 
more excited about spots 
three through 12, where 
he is counting on the 
team’s depth to lead them 
in several matches. 

While the lineup is of 
course subject to change, 
depending on _ perform- 
ance in practices and 
matches, junior Colin 
Lawson will begin the sea- 
son as the Rams number 
three player, while fellow 
juniors Brendan Lee will 
slot in at number four and 
Derek Nazzaro of 
Tewksbury will start the 
year at number five. 

“Colin is a fantastic play- 
er. The last three prac- 
tices, he has been averag- 
ing 39 or 40,” Struthers 
said. “He has been playing 
with.

BILLERICA -_ The 
Shawsheen Tech 
Volleyball team will be 
looking to improve on last 
season’s 3-10 record when 
they take to the court this 
season, and they will do so 
under the direction of a 
new head coach, who is 
hoping to bring success to 
the Rams not just in the 
short term this season, 
but for years to come. 
Former Rams_ coach 
Kelsey St. George stepped 
down at the end of last 
season after two years at 
the helm of the Rams, and 
was replaced by Katie 
McGinness.

program.” 
Even as she leads the

McGinness will have some 
work to do to be the most 
successful volleyball 
coach in her family as her 
sister Brittney McGinness 
is in her sixth year as 
head coach at Billerica 
High, where she led the 
Indians to an MVC co- 
championship last season.

BILLERICA - While 


every team has had to 


deal with some inconven- 
iences, restrictions and 
schedule changes over the 
past couple of seasons, it 
is doubtful that many 
have had to deal with as 
many issues as_ the 
Shawsheen Tech 
Volleyball team. While 
they, like most other 
teams, dealt with the “Fall 
2” season in the spring of 
2021, they also were not 
able to just go back to nor- 
mal this past fall like most 
teams were. 

With the Shawsheen gym 
being upgraded last fall, 
the Rams were a team 
without a home for much 
of the season, holding 
their tryouts outdoors and 
then practicing at other 
local school in the early 
going of the season. 
Despite their best efforts 
under the direction of for- 
mer coach Kelsey St. 
George, they were never 
quite able to find the 
groove they were looking 
for as they struggled to a 
3-10 record on the season. 

But hopes are high for 
the Rams this season 
under the direction of 
first-year coach Katie 
McGinness, who takes 
over for St. George after 
her two-year stint with the 
Rams. McGinness is hop- 
ing that a return to nor- 
malcy for the Rams will 
also mean a return to 
their winning ways. 

“Unfortunately, last sea- 
son, there were so many 
restrictions with COVID, 
this team was not given 
the best circumstances to 
start out in. They didn’t 
have a gym, they weren’t 
practicing at their school; 
so they were already 
given a_ tough start,” 
McGinness said. “But this 
team has come in this 
year, and they are excited 
to start and excited to be 
at school and to come in 
and work hard, so we are 
hoping to get off to a good 
start.” 

There is good reason for 
the optimism,. as_ the 
Rams return a solid core 
of players who saw a good 
amount of playing time 
last season. They did suf-

McGinness has liked what

“We have a pretty solid 
group of returning kids, 
with five seniors leading 
the charge, and we have 
five juniors, who all also 


have some varsity experi- 
ence under their belt, so 
we are pretty heavy in the 
returning players which is 
great,” McGinness said. 
“But we also have some 
new kids who have come 
out for the team and they 
are fitting right in with 
the returning players.” 

Two of the returning 
players that McGinness is 
most excited about are 
her senior co-captains, 
Kiley McFadden and 
Gabby DiSalvo, both of 
Tewksbury.

DiSalvo has also shown a

“Gabby is again, a natu- 
ral leader for us. She, like 
Kiley helped get the play- 
ers together this summer 
and get ready for the sea- 
son,” McGinness said.

BILLERICA - A little 
past the midway point of 
last season, the 
Shawsheen Tech Girls 
Soccer team was strug- 
gling along, having gone 
winless in their first eight 
games, as the team tried 
to overcome both heavy 
losses to graduation from 
the year before, as well as 
some key injuries. 
despite their struggles, 
Shawsheen coach Doug 
Michaud and his players 
knew they were much bet- 
ter than their record indi- 
cated, and decided to do 
something about it.

where we left off. We have 
some new players who are 
looking good, and we have 
some seniors who are tak- 
ing charge,” Michaud 
said. “We have a good 
senior group, and some 
good returning players, so 
I am hoping we can do 
well.”

as the Rams went on to 
post an 8-3-3 record on the 
season, qualifying for 
post-season play, where

Severo, who is now 
entering his ninth year as 
head coach of the Rams, 
looked back with great 
respect for what his team 
was able to accomplish 
last season, while at the 
same time, looking ahead 
to what he hopes is even 
more success this season.

He played 
the first four games last 
season, and then rein- 
jured his ACL, which he 
had injured the year 
before. He won’t be ready 
for the start of the season, 
but he will be back in the 
second week of the sea- 
son.

BILLERICA - When Pat 
Kelly decided to step down 
at the end of last season 
after eight years of coach-

which starts up in the 
spring and runs all the 
way through late fall. 

The category of paint- 
ball that Canas competes 
in the New England 
Paintball League is 
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speedball, a five-on-five 
matchup played on a turf 
field with blowup bunkers 
scattered throughout. 
The primary objective is 
to get to the opposing 
team’s side of the field 
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and hit a buzzer without 
getting hit by a paintball. 
It is a four-point mercy, 
containing 12-minute 
rounds that continue 
until four wins is reached 
by one team. 

“T really fell in love with 
the community first 
before really the sport. 
Everyone was super nice 
and welcoming and invit- 
ing, and they were very 
helpful when it came to 
developing my skills as a 
player, and it sort of 
pushed me to really keep 
going with this and (to) 
turn it into something,” 
said Canas. 

When Canas committed 
to pursuing paintball at 
age 14, it was an uphill 
battle that called for 
hard work. He played 
amongst mostly adults, 
and was often the only 
kid on the field. 

“When I was 14 I was 
mostly just hanging 
around the community 
(and) practicing and 
really grinding. It really 
wasn’t until I was 
(between) 15 and 16 
(years old) when I joined 
my first division four 
team,” said Canas. 

‘Since then, Canas has 
become an active mem- 
ber in the local paintball 
community, competing 
on club teams and cap- 
turing the attention of 


many due to his skills, 
including the Head of 
Team USA Operations, 
Anthony Vitale. Vitale is 
also the Owner of Boston 
Paintball, a _ paintball 
organization home _ to 
many players in the 
Boston area for over 30 
years. 

“One of the projects we 
have done (at Boston 
Paintball) is a paintball 
combine, run after the 


NFL Combine,” 
explained Vitale. “We 
(host them) locally, 


regionally, and national- 
ly, and it’s a clinic/exhi- 
bition of player talent 
and we use the combine 
(that has) over time 
evolved into the Team 
USA selection process.” 

What started out as a 
local combine about 20 
years ago has turned into 
the primary tryout for 
the Team USA National 
Teams due to Vitale’s 
prolonged commitment. 
These combines have six 
core drills that Vitale has 
created with the help of 
professional paintball 
players as well as situa- 
tional games that put the 
players’ skills to the test. 

Canas is one of ten play- 
ers that were selected for 
the team among hun- 
dreds of combine partici- 
pants throughout’ the 
entire country. 
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“We had seen (Marcus) 
play a couple times in 
our local tournaments,” 
said Vitale. “Having seen 
the growth of his game, 
we invited him out and 
made sure that he was 
part of the process.” 

Canas was also awarded 
a scholarship to attend a 
Boston Paintball Summer 
Camp this year due to his 
evident hard work and 
commitment that was 
demonstrated through 
his play throughout the 
season. Between catch- 
ing the eyes of coaches at 
various tournaments, the 
summer camp, and even- 
tually the combine, 
Canas was a clear-cut 
selection for the U19 
National Team and is 
appreciative of the great 
opportunity. mn 

“IT wasn’t really affiliat- 
ed with any major organ- 
ization. They were kind 
of taking a risk on me in 
terms of the tryout, but I 
ended up proving 
myself,” said Canas. 

Canas is also grateful 
for Vitale, who has been 
with Canas throughout 
his paintball career. 

“(He’s) had my back 
throughout my growth in 
paintball. He’s helped me 
grow as a player through 
coaching (me) and he’s 
hooked me up with some 
stuff when needed. He’s a 
really good friend to have 
in the community who 
(has) really got me up to 
where I was, and I (am) 
lucky to have him,” said 
Canas. 

Canas leaves for Paris 
on September 11th in 
order to arrive in France 
to prepare for the tourna- 
ment, which starts on the 
15th and runs through the 
19th. 

As far as his future in 
paintball, Canas has his 
eyes set beyond the 
National Team. 

“I definitely want to go 
pro. I’m definitely ‘going 
to try and make my way 
up to find a pro spot. 
From what I’ve been 
told, a lot of the USA 
(National) kids who 
played in the past have 
had pro spots and pro 
opportunities and I’m 
just looking to prove 
myself during — these 
events so I can get up 
there and do work in the 
pro division,” said Canas:

A pedestrian struck by a vehicle traveling 
at 25 mph is nearly two-thirds less likely to be killed 
compared to a pedestrian struck by a vehicle traveling 

just 10 mph faster. 

¢ Come to a complete stop. Research shows that more 
than one-third of drivers roll through stop signs in school 
zones or neighborhoods. Always come to a complete 
stop, checking carefully for children on sidewalks and 
in crosswalks before proceeding. 

¢ Eliminate distractions. Research shows that taking 
your eyes off the road for just two seconds doubles your 
chances of crashing. Children can be quick, crossing the 
road unexpectedly or emerging suddenly between two 
parked cars. Reduce risk by not using your cell phone. 

e Reverse responsibly. Every vehicle has blind spots. 
Check for children on the sidewalk, in the driveway and 
around your vehicle before slowly backing up. Teach 
your children to never play in, under or around vehicles.

drastically improving both pedestrian and traffic safety. 

“You can see some of the things we can improve in the 
downtown area in terms of safety. I think we’ve all been 
down there and know about some of the issues,” Sheehan 
said while presenting Stantec’s findings to the Select Board 
during a July meeting in Town Hall. 


“One obvious concern discussed at [previous public fo- - 


rums with Stantec] was the performance of the intersection. 
Right now, the existing condition of Main/Central/and 
Franklin Street is an F and the engineers say under both 
options they considered, the traffic is improved to a Level 
of C, which is a drastic change,” Sheehan added. “We’re 
trying to balance out the Square for its many users, but it’s 
hard to ignore that this is Route 28 and a lot of traffic flows 
both north and south during the peak hours.” 

Wortman and Sheehan began to get serious about the 
downtown redesign in 2021, when Stoneham completed three 
analyses that explored improvements to Stoneham Square. 
Those reports notably included a downtown parking study 
and a rapid recovery program plan that explored challenges 
facing local businesses in the wake of the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. - 

Those most recent studies similarly referenced portions 
of at least seven other housing, open-space, complete 
streets, and strategic action plans that had been commis- 
sioned by town officials since 2014. In the hopes of pulling 
all that information together, Stantec was hired to prepare 
an official “Downtown Redesign” plan that would eventually 
be submitted to the Mass. Department of Transportation

¢ Talk to your teen. Car crashes are the leading cause 
of death for teens in the United States, and nearly one 
in four fatal crashes involving teen drivers occur during 
the after-school hours of 3 p.m. to 7 p.m. 

To support students who will be walking to school, com- 
munities can consider organizing or participating in a 
walking school bus program in neighborhoods that have 
infrastructure conducive to pedestrian traffic.

(MassDOT) for approval and funding. 

Ultimately, Stantec designers and engineers held a series 
of meetings with business owners, citizens, and local public 
safety managers and pitched two alternative design plans 
for the area, which were dubbed 1B and 3A. 

According to Sheehan, following a public forum early this 
summer, he and Stoneham’s ad hoc traffic advisory board 
threw their support behind an option that expands a public 
space known as Buckley Memorial Park by Central Square 
and also creates a similarly sized gathering area by the cor- 
ner of Central, Main and Franklin Streets. That option, 
known as 1B, was less aggressive than the competing 3A 
plan in terms of major roadway configurations, as the run- 
ner-up called for creating a new 5,500 square park by seizing 
a section of a memorial and pushing the entrance onto Cen- 
tral Street by the Stoneham Fire Station further down Main 
Street by the historic Dow Building. 

To make space for that larger community gathering 
area, Stantec officials proposed seizing a large section of 
the existing Buckley Park Memorial, which is dedicated to 
Korean War veteran and former CIA Station Chief William 
F. Buckley, a Stoneham native who was killed after being 
kidnapped and tortured in Beirut, Lebanon in 1985. 

“During the course of the public [forum in June] and 
subsequent to that, there was a lot of support for that op- 
tion,” said Sheehan of 1B. “It sorts of protects the Buckley 
Square geometry and builds it out a little more. It also adds 
more space to where the police box is [by the corner of Main 
and Franklin Street]. This week, our traffic group, after 
taking into account all the information, has recommended 
this as the option to pursue.” 


Major issues resolved 

During a public forum in June, Stantec principal Jason 
Schrieber insisted that unlike many surrounding communi- 
ties, which experience traffic and pedestrian issues in their 
downtowns due to a lack of space, Stoneham’s problems 
could largely be attributed to an overabundance of roadway 
pavement. 

Specifically referring to the intersection of Main, Central, 
and Franklin Streets, which due to its odd geometry, con- 
tains oversized traffic lanes that includes areas of pavement 
that are rarely touched by vehicles. He also pointed out that 
the main Route 28 corridor, which includes ample on-street 
parking, currently functions as a four-lane thoroughfare 
which could benefit from some new turning lanes. 

“The Square has become difficult for people to get 
through if you’re not in a car. It would be nice to get back 
some of this open-space to be able to feel like the area isn’t 
dominated by cars,” said Schrieber. 

“The intersection itself is huge, which means it takes a 
while to get across it [if you’re a pedestrian]...In general, 
the street width has become an issue and some level of nar- 
rowing is not only possible, it’s something we should con- 
sider,” he later said. 

Under the plan, Route 28’s southbound approach to the

include a new left-hand turning lane for vehicles heading to- 
wards Melrose. Meanwhile, on Main Street northbound, a 
crosswalk on Main Street to Maple Street would be pushed 
over to prevent future conflicts between turning vehicles and 
pedestrians. 

Corner sidewalks on both sides of Franklin Street would 
also be expanded, thereby narrowing the intersection and 
creating a shorter distance for pedestrians to cross the 
street.

School bus safety tips 
to impart to youngsters - 


Each day thousands 
upon thousands of chil- 
dren board school buses to 
take them to and from 
school. Parents and care- 
givers entrust their chil- 
dren's well-being to the 
care of school bus drivers 
and aides. Although par- 
ents may worry about 
school bus accidents, such 
accidents are few and far 
between. 

The National Highway 
Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion advises that school 
buses are designed to be 
safer than passenger vehi- 
cles in avoiding crashes 
and protecting against in- 
jury. Buses are arguably 
the safest mode of trans- 
portation for getting kids 
to and from school. By 
keeping millions of cars 
off the roads surrounding 
schools, school buses con- 
tribute to less crowded 
roadways, which are less 
conducive to accidents. 

Danger zone 

Though parents may 
feel buses are most likely 
to be in accidents while in 
transit, experts advise 
that children are more 
likely to get hurt during 
pickups and _ drop-offs 
when they're in the "dan- 
ger zone" of the bus. The 
danger zone is a 10-foot ra- 
dius around the outside of 
the bus. Bus drivers and 
other motorists find kids 
in the danger zone are 
more difficult to see, and 
children can get struck by 
either the bus or oncoming 
cars that fail to stop when 
the bus is picking kids up 


or dropping them off. 
Knowing the _ safety 
rules 


While a large part of 
protecting children is on 
the shoulders of the school 
bus driver, it is also vital 
for passengers to learn the 
basics of school bus safety. 
Kindergarteners or chil- 
dren who are riding the 
bus for the first time 
should be taught the rules 
of school bus safety. 

Some schools offer a 
school bus tour prior to 
the new school year. This 
lets youngsters acclimate 


_ themselves with the look 


and feel of the school bus. 
This introduction also may 
include information about 
bus safety, but parents can 
also educate their children 
(and themselves) about 
using caution in and 


_ around the bus by follow- 


ing these guidelines. 

* Get to the bus stop 5 
to 10 minutes prior to the 
assigned pickup time. 
Rushing last-minute can 


lead to injury, especially if 
you're chasing down the 
bus. 

* Remain on the side- 
walk or grass at the bus 
stop. Do not step off the 
curb into the street until 
the bus has arrived and is 
completely stopped. 


* When boarding the © 
bus, go directly to a-seat ~ 
and sit down. Buckle up if ~ 
there are seatbelts. on the « 


bus. 

* Remain seated while 
the bus is in motion. 

* Keep voices low so as 
not to distract the driver. 

* Keep your head and 
hands inside of the bus, 
and never hang out of the 
window. 

* Do not throw things 


on the bus or play rough ~ 
with friends or class- © 


mates. 


* Keep the aisle clear at . 


all times.. 

* Be careful when get- 
ting off the bus. Hold on 
while going down the 
stairs. 


* Only get off at your © 


designated stop unless you 
have permission to get off 
elsewhere. 

* When exiting the bus, 
walk at least 10 steps past 
the front of the bus and 
cross in front where the 
driver can see you. Do not 
cross behind the bus. 

* Wait for the driver to 
give you a signal that it is 
safe to cross.

"Oh, that's right," she says. "You're the fly- 
on-the-wall type." 


The mockumentary has always been a de- 
pendable way to satirize not just a character or 
two but a subset of society. After what Christo- 
pher Guest did to the world of dog shows and 
Rob Reiner did to rock bands, Ebo and her pro- 
ducer sister, Adanne Ebo, have aimed at the 
rich realm of megachurches, taking inspiration 
' from a real 2010 scandal at Georgia's New Birth 
Missionary Baptist Church. 

But there isn't much that seems natural or 
lifelike in "Honk for Jesus," including the 
church itself. Such a large congregation would 
have a large staff and more devoted parish- 
ioners — the kind of cast of characters that 
someone like Armando Iannucci would have a 
lot of fun weaving throughout the film. But 
"Honk for Jesus" has an empty, airless chamber 
piece quality, sticking largely to small scenes 
around the edges of the church that mostly 
trade on Lee-Curtis and Trinitie's obvious 
hypocrisy. 

It's not often a bad move to give actors like 
Hall and Brown lots of room to play, and they 
certainly bring passion to their performances. 
They aren't given anywhere especially to go, 
though. Lee-Curtis' closeted homosexuality is 
played more for laughs than for empathy. 

The film's keenest sense is how it draws 
nearer to Hall's Trinitie, as her confidence in 
her husband steadily wavers. "Honk for Jesus" 
in the end doesn't aim for anything like the 
madcap parody of, say, HBO's riotous "The 
Righteous Gemstones," but it may have been 
more successful if it took the approach of "The 
Eyes of Tammy Faye," and kept its camera 
glued to the first lady of the church.
